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A HISTORIC REGIMENT, 
Sixth Fusitiers # London Have Long 


Record of Service. 


The last parade of the City of Lon- 
don Militia (the 6th Royal Fusiliers) 
took place at Bovington Camp, Dor- 
set, 4 short time ago. They had al- 
ways beer employed of the side of 
law and order from the days of Queen 
Elizabeth, and, indeed. far earlier 
though under different desienations. 
They are now going to join the Regu- 
Jar Forees and wiil ever be mindiul 
that they bore a name which would 
never fade into forgetfulness. The re- 
cord of the 6th Royal Fusiliers, who 
have been transferred as'a complete 
unit from the old Militia to the new 
Special Reserve, dates back to A.D. 
886, when King Alfred the Great was 
assisted by the troops sent by the 
City of London in defeating the Dan- 
ish invaders. The regiment and _ its 
various predecessots have one 
through stirring scenes, having 
employed in the earliest Scottish 
wars, the Wars of the Barons, and 


every insurrection in the south of 
England since 1300. It was in 1559 
that Queen Elizabeth mustered a 


regular City Militia, and thencefor- 
ward the reciment has a continuous 
record. At that time the Queen order- 
ed the Lord Mavor of London to find 
and pay for 10,000 men, which he did. 
Queen Elizabeth constantly called on 
the City for troops, and it is on record 
that on one Sunday evening the Lord 
Mayor received the royal command to 
parade 1,000 men; this he accomplish- 
ed by closing the church doors in the 
City during service and finding the 
required number of men among the 
congregations. In 1640 the City Train- 
ed Bands, the forebears of the 6th 
Royal Fusiliers, fourht against the 
Scots. and at the commencement of 


the Civil War: protected King Charles. 


I. In a few davs, however, the same 
when were used for guarding the mem- 
bers of the House of Commons on 
their way to and from Whitehall. 
Thenceforth they fought under Oliver 
Cromwell and greatly distinguistied 
themselves in every action. In 1662 
the Trained Bands were especially ex- 
empted from the control of the crown, 
and came under the omers of a new- 
ly-appointed Court Lieutenancy of the 
City of London, which still exists, 
makes grants for the upkeep of the 
regiment, and is owner of the bar 
racks. In 1795 the City Trained Bands 
were organized in two regiments, the 
east and the west, and were all 
privileges which are still strictl 
guarded. One of these is to, ma 
through the City with colors flying, 
bands playing, and bayonets fixed. In 
1820 the two regiments were united in 
one, called the Royal London Militia, 
the present title of the 6th Battalion. 
The strength of the regiment is 656. 


To Preserve Eggs. 


An Australian chemist has invented 
‘a process of preserving eggs by desic- 
cation. The eggs, freed from the 
shells, are dried at the relatively low 
temperature of 130 degrees. This can 
be rapidly executed in containers kept 
at this temperatute, -from which .the 
air has been exhausted, and from 
which the moist vapor has been with- 
drawn as fast as it is given off by 
evaporation from the eggs. There is 
no alteration in the chemical com- 
position ‘of the eggs—only a loss of 
the greater part of the water. When 
thoroughly desiccated and pulverized 
into a coarsespowder, the egg material 
can be preserved for an indefinite per- 
iod in ordinary packages, if re dry. 
The eggs are “reconstituted”? by the 
simple addition of water to the dry 
powder, the resultant mass being 
quite indistinguishable from newly- 
beaten eggs. F

The last figure represents a series of 
combats meant to symbolize the ex- 
actions of the chiefs, who compel the 
“‘kaisi,”’ willing or unwilling, to come 
and cut their crops. 


Hieroglyphics In Africa. 
Transvaal and Rhodesia papers to 
hand by current mail give interesting 
accounts of recent antiquarian dis- 
coveries of great value in the Tete 
district of East Africa. One “find” 
is a rock-face, 38 feet long by 20 feet 
in height, closely-covered with hiero- 
glyphics of Phoenician origin.

“I canned corn last summer 

and I have used it this winter. I 
find ‘it very nice, and it is so easy to 
ao I am ‘going to tell you about it. 
I cut the corn off the cob, then put 
it into @ saucepan with a little 
water and let it boil for a short 
time—say ‘ten minutes. I had my 
jars ready and filled them with 
the boiling corn, and just before 
putting on the top I put in one 
tablespoonful of salt, closed the 
jar, and the next day. dipped the 
top of the jar in paraffine. It kept 
well. Of course, one must freshen 
the corn, and when I cook it I add 
| @ little sugar. The corn is white, 
and tastes just like fresh. I do not 
pack jars full, but leave about 
halt an inch space full of water on 
top; it Keeps better that way. I 
did young string beans in the same 
way and did not lose a jar. I was 
s0 pleased, because I had tried 
often and failed. Now I pyt a 
newspaper upon the. tray that is 
beneath the burners on my’ gas 
stove and it saves lots of work. If 
anything boils over I only have to 
lift the paper and not scrub the 
tray, for that is clean.

Canned Beets (Whole). ¢ 


Wash the beets, selecting those that 
are small and of medium size. Leave 
on a couple of inches of the top so 
that they will not bleed, and be care- 
ful not to break or cut the skin. Boll 
half an hour, or until done; turn off 
the hot water and put the beets care- 
fully into wide-mouthed jars. Fill 
with hot ,water, set into a pan of boil- 
ing water and cook until the water 
in the jars has reached the boiling 
point. Fill.up the jars to overflowing 
from the boiling kettle, put on the 
tops and seal at once. 


Canned Beets (Sliced).
